‘plane 40 miles off the Spanish coast and replied with a nine- 
round blast from her antiaircraft battery, the State Department 
announced tonight in making public representations to both fac- 
tions in the Spanish civil war. 

There was no damage to the Kane nor any indication here 
tonight that her return fire had been effective. The Kane was

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—(UP) 
The State Department tonight is- 
sued the following statement on 
the bombing of the U. S. S. de- 
stroyer Kane: 

The United States destroyer Kane 
left Gibraltar at 8:12 August 30 
en route to Bilbao, Spain, to assist 
in the work of evacuating American 
nationals from Spain. It will be re- 
called that since the inception of the 
present conflict in Spain, the Amer- 
ican government has repeatedly urged 
all American nationals to proceed 
from Spain to places of safety and 
has provided vessels to remove them 
from Spanish ports. 

According to a report from the 
commanding officer of the United 
States destroyer Kane, at 4:10 p. m., 
August 30 at 36 degrees, 33 minutes 
north, 7 degrees 35 minutes west, 
approximately 40 miles off the Span- 
ish coast, an unidentified tri-motored, 
low-winged monoplane flew over the 
Kane and dropped two bombs which 
exploded near the vessel. The Kane, 
which was flying the American flag 
at her foremast head and in addi- 
tion had an American ensign hori-

SPAIN'S LEFTIST ARMY 


IMPROVES DISCIPLINE 


Enthusiastic Volunteers Are 
Learning Not to Storm En- 
emy Against Orders. 


MADRID, Aug. 30.—(4)—The pay 
is good in Spain’s workers’ army. And 
the discipline is getting better. 

Nearly 90 per cent of the esti- 
mated 500,000 men and women who 
make up the forces defending the So- 
cialist government are volunteer mi- 
litia units. The rest are regular sol- 
diers who remained loyal (most of the 
actual army is on the side of the 
rebels), and civil and assault guards. 

Some 5,000 women, most of them 
young girls, are fighting side by side 
with the men to resist the insurgents. 

The militia is one of the highest 
paid military forces in the world. 
Each man and woman gets 10 pe- 
setas (nominally $1.36) a dav. Back 
home, their dependents are receiving 
scrip to buy food and other necessi- 
ties. If they are killed or wounded, 
lump sums ranging from 250 to 1,000 
pesetas ($33 to $136) will be paid. 

At the beginning of the war, now 
in its s-venth week, the militia— 
for the most part organized from Syn- 
dicalist, Socialist and left Republican 
groups—was untrained and _ undis- 
ciplined, withont knowledge of battle. 

Armed only with rifles, enthusiastic 
units frequently disobeyed their offi- 
cers and charged strong enemy posi- 
tions. 

Now, however, government authori- 
ties assert, the militia is submitting 
to training and is working in har- 
mony with the regular military forces. 
The result has been a sharp drop in 
government casualties,

dressed in work clothes and in their 
shirtsleeves.
